That policy closed ou r factory 
doors and tu rned the farmers’ market 
into the streets, and did it in the 
name of cheapness. 
Ru ildlng material was cheap then, i 
bu t nobody bu ilt. 
Land was cheap 
then, bu t none was bou ght or sold sav e 
u nder the hammer of the sheriff. Now- 
clothing may be higher, bu t ou r peo-1 
pie are well clad. 
Food U higher, bu t 
ou r people are w'ell fed. 
Land has 
dou bled in v alu e, and y et more of it 
was nev er bou ght or sold 
Why ? 
Simply becau se the people hav e the 
money to bu y It with. 
We learned 
then that a tiling was dear at any 
price if we did not hav e the price*. 
And u nder the same policy they seek 
to force iqiori u s again the time when 
we did not hav e the price.

The 
qu estion answers itself. 
Cheapness 
j does not necessarily imply either pros
